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Vow to fight on 
over homes plan

A CAMPAIGN against con¬ 
troversial plans to build 
1,200 new homes is set to 
continue - despite coun¬ 
cillors agreeing to accept it 
as part of its future develop¬ 
ment strategy. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council voted to accept the core 
strategy report submitted by a 
government inspector who held a 
public inquiry earlier this year to 
establish policies for the next 21 
years. 

But the Save Historic Newmarket 
Action Group made a plea to coun¬ 
cillors to delay a decision for 30 days 
to allow the new government to rule 
on the future of the regional spatial 
strategies which set housing targets - 
and the Conservatives made a pre¬ 
election promise to scrap. 

A delay would have also meant the 
policy decision would have come 
after councillors had made a decision 
on Lord Derby’s planning application 
to develop his land at Hatchfield 
Farm. 

Rachel Hood, one of the group’s 
leaders, said: “We are completely at a 
loss why some of the Conservative 
councillors voted this through.”

She said a report prepared by 
Nigel McCurdy, the council’s 
strategic director (services), was 
“outrageous scaremongering 
tactics”. 

In it, he warned that coun¬ 
cillors could face legal action and 
extra costs if they did not adopt 
the inspector’s report which 
endorses development in “north 
east Newmarket” - the area 
where Lord Derby’s 160 acres of 
land lies between the A14 and 
Fordham Road. 

The council voted by a 
majority to accept the inspector’s 
report - subject to a review of 
housing targets. 

Newmarket’s horseracing ind¬ 
ustry is opposing the devel¬ 
opment which it says will 
jeopardise the future of the town 
as the historic headquarters of 
racing. 

As well as SHNAG, the scheme 
is being opposed by Tattersalls, 
the racehorse auctioneers who 
have engaged planning con¬ 
sultants on behalf of the rest of 
the industry, Jockey Club Estates 
and bodies representing race¬ 
horse breeders and trainers. 

The planning application is 
currently due to be considered by 
the district council on June 2. 

SHNAG is taking a full page 
advertisement in the Weekly 
News encouraging people to 
continue to oppose the scheme 
and also attend the annual town 
meeting on Monday when any 
issue can be raised by residents.

Councillor censured 
for ‘technical’ breach 


A LONG-SERVING 
councillor has been 
censured for breach¬ 
ing the code of con¬ 
duct at two councils. 

Cllr Bill Bishop, who has 
had three terms as 
chairman of Forest Heath 
District Council and is also 
a member of Suffolk 
County Council, was found 
to have breached the code 
by revealing a decision 
from a confidential part of 
a meeting of Brandon Town 
Council. 

Cllr Bishop argued that 
the information, about 
proposals to acquire land 
for a new cemetery in

Brandon, were already 
effectively in the public 
domain, as it had been 
under discussion for J4 
years and had been the 
subject of three planning 
applications. 

He told a joint meeting of 
the district and county 
councils’ standards hearing 
committees on Tuesday 
that he acted in good faith 
and in the public interest. 

He said he wrote about 
the scheme in a local 
newsletter in March, 2009, 
to let people know how the 


scheme was progressing. 

“It’s a technical breach 
and it didn’t do anyone any 
harm,” he said. 

“My time spent in local 
government is equivalent 
to 73 years service. This is 
one small pebble in a huge 
ocean.” 

Both committees ordered 
that he should be censured. 
But he can continue as a 
councillor for both 
authorities. 

In addition, Forest 
Heath’s committee has 
required him to write a 
letter of apology to 
Brandon Town Council. 

The county council’s 
committee ordered that he 


should receive additional 
training on the code of 
conduct. 

Margaret Anderson, who 
chaired the county 
council’s committee, said: 
“We know you to be a 
passionate and hard¬ 
working councillor. 

“We don’t believe you 
intended to breach the 
code of conduct.” 

But she said the breach 
was more than a technical 
issue and could have 
caused the town council 
embarrassment and 
compromised negotiations 
to acquire the land.

Van driver banned after cyclist and family were hurt in crash 


A VAN driver has been banned from 
driving after a crash in which a cyclist 
and a family in a car were injured. 

The cyclist suffered a broken leg 
and cracked ribs when he was hit by 
the spinning car which had been in 
collision with the van, a court heard. 

A couple and their young son who 
were in their BMW car escaped with 
cuts and bruises after the crash on 


October 31 on the C602 road at 
Holywell Row. 

Builder Jamie Morley, who was 
driving the van, admitted careless 
driving and having no insurance 
when he appeared before magistrates 
at Bury St Edmunds. 

He was banned from driving for 28 
days and fined £700. 

He was also ordered to pay £85 


prosecution costs and £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said the 
woman driving the BMW saw the van 
on her side of the road before the 
collision. 

She said the cyclist had told police 
that he had been overtaken by the van 
just before the collision. 

The BMW went spinning out of 


control and hit him. 

Morley, 30, of North Road, 
Lakenheath, said: “I’m at fault. It was 
misjudgement of distance to get past 
the cyclist. No-one’s more upset about 
it than me.” 

He said he had been unaware that 
his insurance had been cancelled 
after a missed direct debit payment 
due to a dispute with his bank. 


Truck stop protesters 
celebrating a victory

VILLAGERS are cele¬ 
brating victory in a 
campaign against plans 
for a new truck stop. 

A government inspector has 
thrown out an appeal against 
the refusal of planning 
permission for a new lorry 
park and cafe on the All at 
Red lodge. 

People living in Red Lodge, 
and other nearby villages, had 
argued that the proposal 
would increase “rat running” 
by lorries passing through 
their communities. 

They told Alan Boyland, the 
inspector, who held a public 
inquiry over three days in 
February, that the new truck 
stop would encourage more 
drivers to cut through rural 
roads between the A14 and 
All. 

Now Mr Boyland has issued 
his report dismissing the 
appeal by land owner Hugo 
Upton, for the Colonel PV 
Upton Estates 1965. 

In it Mr Boyland said: “I 
conclude that traffic between 
the proposed truckstop and 
the A14 east would be harmful 
to the quality of life of those 
living, working and going to 
school along the roads leading 
to and from it, particularly in

terms of noise and the 
perception of danger.” 

Mr Upton and his planning 
advisers had argued that the 
new truck stop would help 
improve Red Lodge by 
removing the existing 
truckers’ cafe from the village 


to a new location on the other 
side of the A11 by-pass. 

He lodged the appeal 
against the refusal of Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
refusal of planning per¬ 
mission. 

Ian Harris, who chairs the 


Red Lodge Eye community 
association, said: “It’s great 
news. It was a no brainer to 
some extent. Commonsense 
has prevailed.” 

He said he felt the inspector 
had been impressed by the 
strength of feeling expressed

by representatives of villages 
which would have been 
affected. 

“I hope Mr Upton lets 
people get on and live their 
rural way of life and doesn’t 
come up with any other silly 
plans,” said Mr Harris. 


Company fined for 
not moving fixtures 

A COMPANY has been fined £1,950 
for failing to remove containers, 
caravans and a marquee when 
ordered to do so by a council. 
Lakenheath Hall Estates, based in 
Prickwillow Road, Ely, admitted 
three charges of failing to comply 
with planning enforcement notices 
issued by Forest Heath District 
Council. 

Magistrates at Bury St Edmunds 
ordered the company to pay £1,500 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 
The council served a total of six 
enforcement notices in respect of 
land at Lakenheath where the 
containers and other items had 
appeared without planning 
permission. 

The company was prosecuted for 
failing to comply with four of the 
notices. One of the charges related 
to two of the notices. 

Cyclist injured after 
collision with van 

A CYCLIST is said to be in a stable 
condition after he was involved in a 
collision with a van on Tuesday. 

A medical team from emergency 
charity Magpas were flown to the 
scene in Snailwell by the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance. 

The injured man, aged 58 and from 
Newmarket, was treated at the 
scene and was accompanied by the 
medical team in a road ambulance 
which took him to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after the collision which 
happened just before 3pm. 

He was later said to be in a stable 
condition. 

Police said the collision involved a 
white Transit van and happened at 
the junction of Short Road and The 
Green in Snailwell. 

Medical team members were 
Magpas’ Dr Tristan Dyer, consultant 
and Magpas Faculty Fellow, with Dr 
Katherina Wentkowski, and East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST) paramedic Gary Spitzer. 

Couple freed after 
Mercedes hits tree 

A COUPLE were freed with minor 
injuries after their car hit a tree. 

The crash happened on the A142 
Fordham Road at Newmarket just 
north of the A14 junction. 

A grey Mercedes left the road just 
before 9.30pm on Friday. A man 
driving the car and a woman 
passenger were “medically 
trapped”. 

Firefighters helped ambulance crew 
to free them, but cutting equipment 
was not needed. 


Factory’s new landscaping 
scheme meets opposition 


RESIDENTS are continuing 
to oppose a controversial 
factory scheme - two years 
after they halted building 
work. 

People living on New¬ 
market’s Studlands Park 
estate are arguing that a 
new landscaping scheme - 
which proposes trees and 
shrubs to mask the factory 
- will not work. 

But district council 
planners are recomm¬ 
ending that the latest 
scheme is approved at a 
planning committee meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday. 

Work on the site was 
stopped nearly two years 
ago when trees and bushes 
along Studlands Park 


Avenue were bulldozed. 

Residents complained to 
Forest Heath District 
Council whose planners 
discovered that although 
permission had been given 
for the building, work 
should not have started 
until a landscaping scheme 
had been approved. 

Since then further plans 
have been submitted, 
rejected by the council and 
turned down at an appeal. 

Now a revised planting 
scheme - as suggested by a 
government inspector who 
turned down the appeal - 
is being proposed. 

But 15 residents have 
written objecting to it and 
one of them, Christine 


Pearce, raised objections 
when the town council’s 
development and planning 
committee discussed the 
issue on Monday. 

The town council has 
said it has no objections to 
new landscaping propo¬ 
sals, but it has asked the 
district council to consider 
the issues raised by the 
residents. 

They have suggested that 
trees will not have enough 
space to be established 
properly and could be cut 
back or cut down. 

But a report to district 
councillors states that trees 
and plants that die within 
five years of being planted 
must be replaced. 


Thieves steal parts 
from parked vans 


PARTS have been 
stolen from the 
exhaust systems of 
seven parked vans. 

The catalytic 
converters - which 
remove harmful 
emissions - were 
stolen from the ve¬ 
hicles in a number 
of locations in 
Newmarket.

safety” after a social worker 
and police were called, 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds were told. 

Three of the children were 
the couple’s and the fourth 
was a friend who was visiting. 

The couple kept falling 
asleep while police and the 
social worker tried to talk to 
them after calling at their 
home on the afternoon of 
February 18. 


Nikki Miller, prosecuting, 
said police found the father 
asleep on the sofa holding the 
youngest child in his arms. 

“They were not in a fit state 
to care for the children and 
the children were at risk of 
serious harm,” she said. 

The 32-year-old mother, 
who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, admitted four 
charges of child neglect. 

She was made the subject 
of a 12-month community 
order with supervision by the 
probation service and a 
condition of undergoing drug 


rehabilitation for six months. 

The court heard that the 
father, who had admitted 
similar charges at an earlier 
hearing, had been made the 
subject of an 18-month 
community order with a 12- 
month intensive drug 
rehabilitation requirement 
and 18 months supervision by 
the probation service. 

Declan Gallagher, defence 
solicitor, said the mother felt 
she had been abused by the 
children’s father because he 
had brought heroin into the 
house which they both used.

They will then be sold at 
auction at the Keeneland 
Sales and a percentage of the 
amount raised by the 
Newmarket horse will go 
towards developing the 
twinning link.

Decision to make 
on new system 

Sir, A consultation on the best way to 
make decisions in East 
Cambridgeshire has just begun. At the 
moment, the council has a system 
where the majority of decisions are 
taken by committees of councillors. 
Residents will now be asked whether 
the council should look at changing 
the system for a new model, such as 
leader and cabinet, or to retain the 
current system. I urge all residents of 
East Cambridgeshire to become 
involved in this consultation to make 
sure the public has a voice in the 
decision. 

For my part, I am entirely opposed to 
the leader/cabinet system of local 
government and even more opposed 
(if that’s possible) to the 
mayor/cabinet system. I do not accept 
the last Government’s contention that 
either is more responsive to the 
electorate, since die majority of 
individual members, who are 
immediately available to their 
electors, have litde say on a council’s 
decisions. No doubt it can be argued 
that these alternatives are more 
‘efficient’ if efficiency simply involves 
speed of decision making. In that case, 
a dictatorship would be even more 
efficient. 

Local members ought to have the 
ability to influence council policy. 
Under the cabinet system this is only 
true for a limited number of members. 
I opposed this change when it was 
initially introduced nationwide and 
my observations of local councils, 
which all operate this system, have 
only hardened my view. They are 
systems which are direct copies of the 
Whitehall situation and are entirely 
inimical to the idea of local 
involvement and accountability The 
fact that leaders can meet with other 
local leaders and give immediate 
assurances of some action, which they 
see as an easier route, simply confirms 
my view that this would be a 
backward step. 

There is also a great likelihood that 
this system will not be attractive to 
possible candidates for election, since 
apart from regulatory committees, 
they will be largely powerless. I don’t 
approve of the leader/cabinet system 
for any local government authority 
and certainly not for East 
Cambridgeshire, which has been 
lucky in being small enough to retain 
the committee system. The fact it’s 
anticipated that in future the 
committee system will be abolished 
for all but parish councils is no 
argument for change, since it will be 
detrimental for democracy.

‘Evil’ fraudsters 
found guilty of 
swindling widow

CON artists have been 
found guilty of swindling a 
partially paralysed widow 
out of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

Beryl Benbow, 79, from Lidgate, 
and Zandra Mackay, 69, have 
been warned they face an 
“inevitable jail sentence” for their 
part in plundering the savings of 
Catherine Devas, 83. 

Deborah Atkinson, also from 
Lidgate, one of Mrs Devas’ carers 
and the daughter of Benbow, had 
already admitted three cons¬ 
piracy to defraud charges, as had 
Marcus Mackay, the son of 
Zandra Mackay. 

Mrs Devas died in 2006 at 
Beaufort Place, Cambridge. Her 
bank account had dwindled from 
£500,000 to virtually nothing after 
the fraudsters used cheques and 
bank cards to withdraw cash 
between fanuary 2003 and 
December 2006. 

Friends of Mrs Devas 
condemned the fraudsters as 
“evil” and “despicable”. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Devas’ family 
welcomed the verdicts last week, 
after the “harrowing revelations” 
came to light. 

In a joint statement to the 
Weekly News , the Devas family 
said: “It has been a difficult and 
stressful time for our family and 
we are relieved that this matter is 
now resolved. We are satisfied the 
crimes committed by these 
people have been recognised, 
investigated and judged. 

“We hope this case will help to 
highlight the vulnerability of 
elderly people and the betrayal of 
trust that is the hallmark of this 
kind of fraud. 

“The circumstances sur¬ 
rounding our mother’s death and 
the harrowing revelations that

emerged of the carers’ deceitful 
and dishonest behaviour before 
and after her death have caused 
immeasurable distress to her 
family. 

“Now that this is over we will 
have the peace of mind to be able 
to grieve our mother’s death.” 

One elderly neighbour, who did 
not wish to be named, said: 
“These evil people deserve all 
they get. It is despicable what 
they did to her. It gives me the 
creeps. Those kinds of people are 
just predators.” 

The jury returned their verdicts 
after three hours of deliberations. 

All four will be sentenced on 
lune 18. 

Dismissing the jury, fudge 
Gareth Hawkesworth thanked 
them for their patience 
throughout the case. 

He said: “I know how hard you 
worked on this case and I’ve seen 
some of you visibly wilting under 
the weight of evidence.” 

Zandra Mackay, of Wilkin Walk, 
Cottenham, was found guilty of 
three counts of conspiracy to 
defraud and Benbow, of The 
Street, Lidgate, was found guilty 
of two counts of conspiracy to 
defraud.

Atkinson, 48, of The Street, 
Lidgate, and Marcus Mackay, 43, 
from Romford in Essex, are set to 
be sentenced alongside Benbow 
and Mackay. 

During the trial, the court 
heard how the cash was siphoned 
from Mrs Devas’ savings and used 
to fund things such as a lavish 
£1,668 spending spree in New 
York by Atkinson. 

The second count of 
conspiracy to defraud concerns a 
document dated December 2005 
purporting to be Mrs Devas’ will, 
which named Marcus Mackay as 
the sole beneficiary and Benbow 
as the executor. 

The third count involves 
Marcus and Zandra Mackay and 
Deborah Atkinson, who were 
accused of falsely declaring Mrs 
Devas wished to sell the leasehold 
of her flat to Sharron Mackay for 
£150,000, between fuly and 
December 2006. 

Sharron Mackay, Marcus 
Mackay’s ex-wife, 41, from 
Hightown in Hampshire, now 
Sharron Golding, was charged 
with two counts of conspiracy to 
defraud. She was found not guilty 
on both charges.

On course to stop 
drivers on mobiles 


MOTORISTS caught 
using a mobile phone 
while driving are being 
offered the option of 
taking a new road safety 
course rather than a 
fine and points on their 
licence. 

Suffolk police are one of the 
first forces in the country to 
launch the new course. 

Some forces already 
operate a course option 
instead of fines or 
prosecution for other 
offences including careless 
driving and speeding. 

The first course for 
motorists caught using

phones while at the wheel - 
or supervising a learner 
driver - will start on 
Thursday, May 20. 

Drivers have to pay the 
course fee of £74, plus VAT, to 
take part. By successfully 
completing the course they 
avoid getting points on their 
licence and a £60 fixed 
penalty fine. 

Fines of up to £1,000 can be 
imposed by courts on car 
drivers using phones. 

Bus, coach and lorry 
drivers can be fined up to 
£2,500. 


Motorists in Suffolk have 
been offered the option of 
going on the course since 
April 1. 

The two and a half-hour 
Call Divert course covers the 
law on mobile phone use, 
statistics about accidents and 
role-play to demonstrate the 
importance of maintaining 
attention while driving. 

lim Kirkwood, managing 
director of AA DriveTech, the 
company running the 
courses, said: “By offering 
‘mobile phone’ education as 
part of their broader road 
safety strategy, Suffolk 
Constabulary is clearly 
committed to changing 
drivers’ attitudes towards 


using a mobile phone behind 
the wheel.” 

At the same time Suffolk 
police are introducing a 
revised Vehicle Defect 
Rectification Scheme (VDRS) 
as an alternative to 
prosecution for minor faults 
such as lights which are not 
working. 

Roads policing officers in 
the county are also trying to 
avoid issuing the traditional 
HO/RT1 form - known as a 
producer - which requires 
drivers to show insurance, 
MoT and licence details at a 
police station. 

Instead they are carrying 
out more instant checks via 
national databases.

BIN collection rounds 
are due to change next 
month after a new waste 
disposal contractor was 
appointed. 

Householders in the 
Newmarket, Mildenhall and 
Haverhill areas are being 
warned that they may have to 
put their bins out for collec¬ 
tion on different days. 

Forest Heath and St 
Edmundsbury councils, which 
have a joint waste partnership, 
are reorganising the rounds to 
tie in with new tipping sites. 

The changes are the result 
of Suffolk County Council

- to dispose of household 
waste. 

It means that the council 
lorries will now go to tip their 
loads at sites in Red Lodge, 
Haverhill and Thetford instead 
of using the “transfer station” 
at Lackford, between Mild¬ 
enhall and Bury St Edmunds. 

A Forest Heath council 
spokeswoman said house¬ 
holders would be given 
advance warning of the 
changes by notices on bins 
and individual letters. 


The changes will apply to 
the black bin - general 
household waste - collection, 
but it could also include some 
changes to the brown bin 
compostable waste and blue 
bin, recyclable plastic and 
paper collections. 

She said the changes would 
make the rounds more effi¬ 
cient to reduce the amount of 
fuel used to save money and 
reduce carbon emissions. 

Changes in working prac¬ 
tices had been agreed in talks 
with union and staff repre¬ 
sentatives. 

But she said the changes 
would not mean any job 
losses. 


The two councils will 
continue to operate the 
collection rounds from their 
own depots. 

Forest Heath recently 
completed a major rebuild of 
its depot in Mildenhall.

Call over 
holiday 
park thefts 


HOLIDAYMAKERS have 
called for tougher sen¬ 
tences for thieves who 
have got away with exp¬ 
ensive bikes and other 
property worth around 
£270,000 from a holiday 
complex. 

Since 2008 dozens of 
families staying at the Center 
Parcs Elveden Forest complex 
near Mildenhall have had 
property stolen from their 
villas on the site or had bikes - 
many of them exclusive high- 
value models - stolen. 

So far this year there have 
been 28 burglaries and 22 
bicycle thefts. 

Five people have been 
arrested in connection with 
thefts from Center Parcs - but 
none of them received a jail 
sentence for the offences. 
Some were let off with a 
caution. 

One of the burglary victims 
Tina Duffin, 47, from 
Hornchurch, Essex, said the 
lack of jail sentences “begg¬ 
ared belief”. 

She said: “You can see why 
they do it - nothing happens 
to them. Perhaps we are the 


silly ones for going out and 
working for our money.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
woman said: “The decision to 
charge, caution or deal with 
an arrested person in an 
alternative way is not taken 
lightly and is taken by a 
sergeant or other senior 
officer or custody staff, often 
in conjunction with the CPS. 

“If a caution is given it will 
have been considered to have 
been proportionate and 
appropriate and is recorded to 
ensure that if the individual 
comes to the attention of the 
police again this can be taken 
into account.” 

Insp Neil Ireland, from the 
Forest Heath Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said: “We 
have been working very 
closely with Center Parcs since 
last year, and security has 
been increased on the site.” 

A Center Parcs spokesman 
said they were continuing to 
work with police and their 
own security teams to make 
further improvements. 

He said: “Our advice to 
guests is that Center Parcs is a 
safe environment. However 
we would advocate sensible 
security awareness.”

Dog rescued from fire 

A DOG was rescued from a blaze in a 
ground floor flat. 

Firefighters were called to Gonville 
Close in Mildenhall and discovered the 
property was heavily smokelogged. 
They ventilated it and rescued the 
animal, after the callout at 9.20pm on 
Tuesday last week. 


SEVEN cars 
were burned in 
two fires which 
are believed to 
have been start¬ 
ed deliberately. 

The blazes happ¬ 
ened on New¬ 
market’s Studlands 
Park estate where 
the cars were park¬ 
ed outside garage 
blocks. 

The first one hap¬ 
pened just before 
2am on Tuesday 
last week in garage 
block 14 off Nimbus 
Way. Firefighters 
found three cars 
“well alight” and a 
fourth damaged by 
the flames. 

The two fire 
crews managed to 
stop the fire from 
spreading. 

Firefighter Rich¬ 
ard Clarke said: “It 
was clearly suspi¬ 
cious. The public 
helped us get into 
certain vehicles and 
move them.” 

The fire crews left 
the scene just after 
3am. But they were 
called back to the 
estate at 4.30am to 
nearby garage block 
12 where two cars 
were “well alight” 
and a third was aff¬ 
ected by the heat 
and flames. 

Fire crews were at 
the scene for more 
than an hour. 

The fires came 
five days after two 
previous incidents 
on the estate when

a wheelie bin and a 
sofa which had 
been left in a 
covered walkway 
were set alight.

Gun amnesty on 
outlawed revolver 

A GUN amnesty has been called by 
Cambridgeshire police for anyone in 
possession of a recently outlawed revolver. 

Following tests, the Olympic .380 BBM 
has been identified as readily convertible 
under the provision of the Firearms Act 
1982, making it a prohibited weapon 
under the Firearms Act 1968. 

It means that anyone who does not 
hand in their weapon before lune 4 could 
be liable to prosecution. The amnesty is 
only for this type of gun, either in its con¬ 
verted or unconverted form. 

Sgt Ady Murphy, from the force’s tactical 
firearms unit (TFU), said: “I would urge 
anyone in possession of one of these 
weapons to hand it in at a police station at 
the earliest opportunity.”

I need a blood 
every month to 


S INCE she was 
just eight 
months old, 
Preeti Dhanak- 
Steele has relied on 
monthly blood 
transfusions and a 
daily cocktail of 
pills in order to live. 

A GP liaison sister at 
Addenbrooke’s, Preeti, 
43, was born with a 
genetic and life- 
threatening blood 
disorder which, if left 
untreated, can be fatal. 

Born in Kenya, Preeti 
inherited thalassaemia 
major from her parents, 
who were unaware they 
were carriers of the 
abnormal gene which 
causes the rare 
condition. 

“Thalassaemia is like 
a ticking time bomb,” 
says Preeti. 

“If you don’t do your 
treatment you could go 
years and years feeling 
absolutely fine as long 
as you have your blood 
transfusions. But then 
all of a sudden your 
organs will fail, you’ll 
end up in ITU and you’ll 
die. Many people, 
hopefully, get a wake- 
up call before that 
happens, but that’s the 
reality of it.”

There are two main 
strands of the blood 
condition, which is 
particularly prevalent 
among Mediterranean 
and Asian groups: 
thalassaemia major, 
which is the most acute 
form, and thalassaemia 
minor. 

Like Preeti, people 
with the most severe 
variety cannot produce 
the required amount of 
haemoglobin in the 
blood, which is needed 
for their heart and lungs 
to function normally. 

This lack of 

haemoglobin makes red 
blood cells break down, 
causing anaemia, one of 
the first noticeable 
signs of the condition. 
Further symptoms can 
include shortness of 
breath, stunted growth, 
an enlarged spleen, 
diabetes and 
osteoporosis in later 
life. 

Thalassaemia minor 
is a milder form, where 
patients still have the 
gene but their body can 
produce enough 
haemoglobin. It can 
also cause mild 
anaemia, but is most 


commonly detected in 
pregnant women at a 
routine blood test when 
it can become 
problematic: if the 
woman’s partner also 
has the abnormal gene, 
there is a 25 per cent 
chance the baby could 
inherit thalassaemia 
major, and require life¬ 
long treatment. 

“My parents didn’t 
know they were carriers 
of thalassaemia because 
they had no 
symptoms,” explains 
Preeti. 

“If you’re a carrier, or 
your parents have been 
carriers down the 
generations, then you’re 
not going to know 
because you’re a 
healthy carrier. So you 
won’t know you have 
the condition unless 
you have a blood test or 
if, like for my parents, 
you have a child and 
your child becomes 
thalassaemia major.” 

As the routine test for 
thalassaemia in 
pregnant women wasn't 
carried out when 
Preeti’s mother was 
expecting her, Preeti 
wasn’t diagnosed until 
she was 8 months old, 
when her parents took 
her to hospital because 


she wasn’t well. 

“I had started to 
become anaemic, 
irritable and wasn’t 
feeding properly, so I 
wasn’t putting on 
weight like a baby 
should,” explains Preeti. 
“I was given a blood test 
and I was diagnosed 
with thalassaemia 
major.” 

The test showed that 
Preeti’s blood levels 
were dangerously low 
and she was in urgent 
need of a blood 
transfusion to increase 
them. 

“I’ve had regular 
blood transfusions 
every four weeks since 
that first one - it’s the 
norm for me now,” she 
explains. 

“I go in to the ward 
with my iPod, hook 
myself up and that’s it. 

It doesn’t hurt; it just 
takes a bit of time. As 
you grow you need 
more blood, so I now 
need two units at a 
time. It can take up to 
four hours, depending 
on how your body takes 
it.” 

Preeti and her family 
moved to England when 
she was 7 because her 
parents felt she would 
benefit from the higher 
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transfusion 
stay alive 


level of healthcare 
available. 

The youngest of five 
children, Preeti’s siblings 
were also tested for the 
condition and the results 
showed that one of her 
three brothers and her 
sister were also carriers. 
Her brother is currently 
not showing any 
symptoms, but her sister 
has anaemia, which she 
controls by diet and 
medication. 

Preeti's regular 
transfusions also 
increase the amount of 
iron in her blood to a 
dangerously high level, 
which is heightened 
further as one of the side 
effects of thalassaemia is 
to make the body absorb 
more iron from food. 
This build up of iron in 
the blood is potentially 
lethal and can damage 
internal organs and even 
lead to heart failure, so 
the iron has to be 
removed by a treatment 
known as chelation. 

This can be done by 
taking a combination of 
10 pills daily - or a 
soluble daily tablet - 
complemented by an 
intrusive infusion drip 
which needs to be 
inserted into the body 
via an injection three 
times a week and left in 
for at least 24 hours each 
time. 

“I have to take the 
combination of tablets 
because I couldn’t get on 
with the one tablet,” 
explains Preeti. 

“The infuser goes into 
your stomach via the 
needle and that goes on 
slowly over 24 to 48 
hours. 

“The needle has to 
stay in all that time and 
that happens three times 
a week. All thalassaemics 
administer the infuser 
themselves. 

“Because I've had to 
do it throughout my life, 

I just get on with it, but 
when the 24 hours are 
nearly up I’m always 
desperate to take it out.” 

Speaking to me before 
her shift at 

Addenbrooke's, Preeti 
admits that she is feeling 
tired, the way she often 
feels when she is due a 
transfusion, but despite 
the lengths she has to go 
to in order to maintain 
her health she is 
extremely upbeat. 

“I’ve been brought up 
to be positive and 


strong. As a child, if I 
whinged, instead of 
wrapping me up in 
cotton wool my mum 
would tell me to get on 
with it; that’s made me 
quite a strong person,” 
says Preeti with a warm 
smile. 

“I describe the need 
for a transfusion a bit 
like when a car runs out 
of petrol and doesn’t go, 
then when you put 
petrol in it zooms off. 
When I’m coming up to 
my next transfusion I 
start to feel tired but 
then once I’ve had my 
transfusion I feel fine.” 

As well as being 
dependent on her 
medication and 
transfusions, Preeti also 
has diabetes, which she 
has developed because 
of the thalassaemia. 

“I’m a little greedy, 

I’ve got two conditions,” 
she says laughing. 

“The high iron load is 
toxic to the body so it 
can affect your heart, 
your hormones and the 
pancreas, which 
produces insulin so you 
become diabetic. 

“The diabetes actually 
gets me down more than 
my thalassaemia,” she 
admits. “I take insulin as 
I eat so if I’m eating three 
times a day I have to take 
my insulin three times a 
day too, plus every 
morning and evening. 

“So depending on 
what I eat I could need 
up to six injections a day 
for the diabetes, as well 
as the infuser and 
transfusions for the 
thalassameia.” 

At this stage there is 
no cure for Preeti’s 
condition. During 
childhood a ‘stem cell 
transplant’ is a possible 
cure either by a bone 
marrow transplant or a 
cord blood transplant, 
but this is a risky 
operation and isn’t 
suitable for everyone. 

“There's constant 
research going on,” says 
Preeti. 

“The bone marrow 
transplant has to come 
from a sibling, but I’m 
too old for that now. 

Even if I had the option 
for the operation I 
wouldn’t take it because 
I don’t see myself as 
having a disease or being 
disabled in anyway -1 
just get on with life, I’m a 
fighter.” 

Preeti admits that her 


thalassaemia has made 
her very determined, a 
trait she has inherited 
from her mother. 

“I remember going 
into hospital and my 
mum being there and I 
was having a 
transfusion,” she recalls. 
“My mum was feisty; 
because of all the 
transfusions your veins 
collapse and you can’t 
always get the needle in 
first time, so she’d give 
the doctors three strikes 
- they could try three 
times to get the needle 
in and if they couldn’t 
they were out and had to 
call someone else. So 
that’s how I’ve been as 
well.” 

Despite being 
remarkably upbeat 
about her condition, 
Preeti says she does have 
low moments but, 
thanks to her caring 
husband Dean and her 
parents, mainly has a 
positive outlook. 

“Dean’s very 
supportive,” says Preeti, 
with an affectionate 
smile. “He has been from 
day one. I also have a 
fantastic manager at 
work.” 

Throughout her life 
Preeti has found support 
from the UK 
Thalassaemia Society, 
which is based in 
London. 

With help from a team 
of friends, she organised 
a special event to raise 
money for research into 
the condition. The

Five who are accused 
ef violence face bans 


BANNING orders are set to 
be imposed on five people 
alleged to have been involv¬ 
ed in violence while drunk. 

They face bans on visiting pubs, 
clubs and other places which have 
drink licences. 

Drink Banning Orders can be 
imposed by magistrates if the 
police or councils apply for them. 

The power to impose the orders 
took effect on August 31 last year 
under the Violent Crime Reduction 
Act 2006. 

Five applications for orders have 
been made in the Forest Heath 


district, which includes Newmar¬ 
ket and Mildenhall, but so far they 
have yet to be brought to court. 

The district council’s community 
services committee was being 
asked, at a meeting on Tuesday, to 
grant power to its legal services 
manager to start proceedings for 
banning orders. 

So far approval has been given in 
consultation with Cllr Nigel Rom¬ 
an, who chairs the community 
services committee. 

Councillors were told, in a 
report, that urgent approval of the 
applications was needed so that 
the council could benefit from 


funding by the Home Office which 
was only available for a limited 
time. 

There is a £200 fee to be paid to 
the magistrates’ court to start the 
legal process and a £500 fee if the 
application for a banning order is 
opposed. All investigation work is 
carried out by the police. 

Andrew Claydon, the council’s 
strategic director (resources), said 
in a report to councillors: “These 
actions are co-operation between 
Forest Heath District Council and 
Suffolk constabulary in that both 
parties play an integral role within 
the process.”

A TEENAGE soldier from 
Burwell killed in Afghanistan 
will be among those remem¬ 
bered when his regiment 
receives a heroes' welcome 
home. 

A homecoming parade for heroes of 
the Royal Anglian Regiment, which 
includes soldiers from across the 
region, will take place in Cambridge 
next month. 

About 500 members of the regiment’s 
1st Battalion - known as the Vikings - 
will march through the city’s streets on 
the evening of Monday, June 14, 
following their return from 
Afghanistan. 

Starting at Shire Hall, the battalion 
will march with its brass band and 
drummers down Castle Street, Bridge 
Street and Trinity Street towards the 
market square before an inspection is 
held in King’s Parade. 

Soldiers will then fall out and head to 
a civic reception at the Guildhall hosted 
by the mayor of Cambridge. 

Colonel Tony Slater, the regiment’s 
area secretary, said: “Many of the 
soldiers are born and bred in 
Cambridgeshire, so it will be a

particularly proud day for them. 

“The city will be welcoming home 
the battalion after an extremely 
successful tour and giving thanks for 


the safe return of our soldiers. It will be 
a joyous occasion, but also a moment 
for reflection. Five soldiers from the 
battalion were killed during this tour. 
The evening will be tinged with sadness 
as it is one that has come at a price.” 

Among the Vikings’ casualties this 
year was Private Robert Hayes, 19, from 
Burwell, who was killed by an 
improvised explosive device in 
Helmand province on January 3. 

Colonel Slater urged people in 
Cambridge to line the streets that 


evening to show their support for the 
troops. 

“The soldiers get told of the 
enormous support for them, but they 
don’t actually see it until they get back,” 
he said. “The parade will be led by D- 
company, which is made up mostly 
from Cambridgeshire lads, so it would 
be fantastic to see a big crowd out to 
support them.” 

The Vikings will also be on parade in 
Huntingdon earlier in the day and two 
days later will parade through Ely.

T HE Newmarket SOS Bus 
was set up by Newmarket 
Community Partnership last 
year to help make the town a 
safer place. 

This scheme is not only for 
young people who are out 
socialising and visiting the 
clubs and pubs, but also for 
those who may be out and 
about tor different reasons - 
a meal out, those leaving 
work and shop owners. 

Since its first introduction 
in October 2009 the bus has 
proved very successful, 
having helped more than 200 
young people in a variety of 
issues such as administering 
first aid, offering advice and 
counselling on drug/ alcohol 


issues or ensuring a safe 
journey home at the end of 
the night. 

The SOS Bus is invaluable 
in helping to make the streets 
a safer place to be and 
provides valuable support to 
ambulance and police 
services. 


It is a service that many 
shop owners and residents 
can trust to safeguard their 
safety, but must be especially 
appreciated by those with 
teenagers who are out and 
about on Saturday nights! 

It has proved to be a much 
needed and used resource, 


and therefore it is planned to 
extend the nights the bus 
operates to Friday evenings 
as well - especially to cover 
the race nights or other 
events when the town could 
use some extra help. 

This is where Forest Heath 
Volunteer Centre comes in. 
Our role in this project is to 
find volunteers for the bus - 
more than 23 people have 
already volunteered, but more 
are needed if it is to be as 
successful on Friday nights 
as is it on Saturdays. 

No qualifications are 
required-just a willingness 
to help, especially young peo¬ 
ple. It is a brilliant role if you 
need work experience to help 
towards a career in social 
care, and a very impressive 
enhancement to your CV. The 
hours are obviously anti¬ 
social but if enough people 
step forward and volunteer it 
need only be a once or twice 
a month commitment.

A HOSTEL for 
homeless famil¬ 
ies has closed 
and is set to be 
sold by the 
council which 
owns it. 

Rockfield House, 
a mansion in Bury 
Road, Newmarket, 
was used as a home¬ 
less hostel for more 
than 20 years by 
Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council. Now it 
is boarded up after 
the council changed 
the way it deals with 
homelessness. 

The council has 
been working to¬ 
wards closing the 
hostel, which had 16 
rooms, since 2004 
when it was 
reported it could be 
sold for around 
£250,000. It had 
been managed on 
the council’s behalf 
by the Open Door 
homeless charity 
since 2003. 

The Victorian 
mansion is almost 
next door to the 
four-star Bedford 
Lodge Hotel and is 
close to some of the 
town’s leading rac¬ 
ing stables. 

A number of older 
properties in Bury 
Road have been 
redeveloped - most 
controversially The

of advisor William Marshal (Hurt) 
and his mother, Eleanor of 
Aquitaine (Atkins). 

Robin Hood is a lively jaunt 
through Plantagenet history, 
incorporating the familiar figures 
of Friar Tuck (Addy) and the Sheriff 
of Nottingham (Macfadyen). 
Screenwriter Brian Helgeland ends 
with Robin and co exiled in the 
forest, accompanied by the title 
card, “And so the legend begins”. 

If Scott’s film hits the bullseye at 
the box office, you can be sure 
that Robin and Marion will ride 
once again in a sequel.

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It’s back to the wild for 
Chelsea show gardens 


T he credit crunch 
may be over, but 
concerns about 
our environment 
remain in full swing, 
which explains why 
many of the 33 show 
gardens at this year's 
RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show are taking wildlife 
or biodiversity as their 
theme. 

Of course, the RHS flagship 
show will, as always, include 
the weird and the wonderful. 
This year, visitors will see a 
huge floral Chinook 
“hovering” in the Great 
Pavilion and fake grass will be 
laid for the first time. And the 
most expensive garden ever 
created at Chelsea, The Ace of 
Diamonds garden - costing a 
cool £20 million and featuring 
jewels including a £lm peony¬ 
shaped ring with pink and 
green gems - will no doubt 
attract attention. 

But there’s also a big wildlife 
theme at this year’s event, 
with much more serious

undertones. Show gardens 
include a bee-friendly plants 
courtyard garden, a 
sustainable highland garden, 
an RHS biodiversity display 
and the Bradstone 
biodiversity garden. 

The RHS is marking the 
2010 United Nations’ 
International Year of 
Biodiversity at the show by 
highlighting that gardens have 
an important role to play in 
helping to slow down the 
global decline of biodiversity, 
yet are increasingly 
threatened by development. 

Its display will show that 
gardens are Britain’s biggest 
wildlife reserve, for example 
highlighting that they have a 


greater density of bumblebee 
nests than any other habitat 
and what we can do to help 
wildlife in our outside spaces. 

Guy Barter, head RHS 
advisor, explains: “Any garden, 
whether contemporary or 
more traditional, is full of 
living organisms and is 
remarkably rich compared to 
other environments, such as 
some kinds of modern 
farmland.” 

Visitors to the display will 
see different planting 
combinations and materials 
to encourage wildlife and get 
advice on sustaining living 
organisms. The RHS exhibit is 
one of 11 in the Continuous 
Learning section, which will 
all be highlighting the power 
of plants. 

Another highlight is the 
One Plot Pledge, a grow-your- 
own exhibit demonstrating 
that vegetable gardening can 
be just as attractive as 
gardening with ornamentals 
and has added health 
benefits. It has been created 
by herb expert, broadcaster 
and author fekka McVicar and 


charity Garden Organic. 

The biodiversity theme 
continues in the World Land 
Trust exhibit Saving the 
Atlantic Rainforest, a major 
hotspot and home to 20,000 
plants species, 40 per cent of 
which are endemic. 

What can we take away 
from Chelsea with us this 
year? There are those 
gardeners who will groan at 
the thought of leaving untidy 
nettle beds or log piles to 
attract butterflies and 
hedgehogs on an otherwise 
beautifully ordered plot. 

But there are things you can 
do to help biodiversity and 
keep your open space looking 
its best, even if you have the 
most formal of gardens. 

Many brightly coloured and 
scented flowers are a magnet 
to pollinating insects. 

Think of divine low hedges 
of lavender, beautiful cottage 
garden favourites such as 
roses, nepeta and foxgloves. 
Stick to the old-fashioned, 
single varieties that haven’t 
been too hybridised, as bees 
find it difficult to extract the 



pollen from most double- 
flowered types. Plate-like 
flowers such as asters, 
Michaelmas daisies and 
rudbeckia are all great for 
pollinating insects. 

Plant mixed hedges such as 
hawthorn, yew and field 


maple to attract wildlife, while 
berried shrubs will be a 
magnet for birds.

THE harsh British winter is now a 
distant memory, so more and 
more owners of older 4x4s are 
offloading them as they trade up 
to a newer model. 

Which is good news for buyers 
seeking a reliable, but not totally 
ancient, mud-plugger, because 
prices are coming down. 

That’s the verdict of the vehicle 
data and pricing experts at 
Glass’s Guide, who say that the 
onset of good weather, plus the 
creeping rise in fuel prices, means 
that there’s also fewer motorists 
wanting to buy an older off-roader. 

“So, with numbers of used 
examples rising, and demand 
either stagnant or falling, things do 
not bode well for prices,” says 
John Glynn, older-car editor at 
Glass’s Guide. 

“There is every likelihood that 
this price-fall trend will continue 
over the coming months. 

“Well-presented examples of the

most popular models, such as the 
early Land Rover Discovery, 
should hold up better. 

“Less popular vehicles, 
however, should not expect such 
good fortune,” warns Glynn. “I 
am not predicting a market 
collapse in this segment, but 
average values should certainly 
soften in the next few months.” 

Meanwhile, used Kia cars will 
start to become better value as 
the demand for new models 
continues to soar, predicts Used 
Car Expert magazine. 

“After just four months of 2010, 
Kia is already halfway to its 
record-breaking total sales figure 
of 50,636 new cars in 2009 - and 
has thus far doubled its share of 
the UK market to 3.4 per cent to 
April, from 1.7 per cent for the 
same period last year,” says 
magazine editor Matt Tumbridge. 

“This is good news for used 
buyers, because Kia’s previous 
small number of sales has meant 
very few cars get sold outside the 
main dealer network - as a result, 
secondhand prices have been 
very tightly controlled.” 

Tumbridge adds: “Three and 
four-year-old examples, that are 
still covered by Kia’s lengthy 
warranty, will start to become 
better value.”

C02 emissions go on 
falling In time for 2015 



The Fiat 500: Popular car is also part of the solution. 


AVERAGE European new 
car C02 emissions are 
falling at a faster rate than 
ever before and are on 
course to meet 2015 EU 
targets, according to the 
world’s leading provider of 
automotive intelligence, 
1AT0 Dynamics. 

Last year saw the greatest 
single-year decline in average 
C02, as the urge to put cleaner 
cars on the road was 
accelerated by the rich mix of 
customer demand for more 
fuel-efficient vehicles, the 
introduction of C02 based 
taxes in some markets and 
national scrappage schemes 
across Europe favouring 
smaller, cleaner cars. 

The volume-weighted 
European new car average is 
now 145.9g/km, almost 
20g/km less than 2003, when 
JATO began collating 
European C02 emissions 
data. Furthermore, half of all 
new cars sold in the 21 
countries analysed had official 
C02 emissions of 140g/km or 
less, compared to only 23 per 
cent in 2003. 

Said David Di Girolamo, 
head of JATO Consult: “The 
pace of improvement is 
remarkable and shows just 
how rapidly the industry has 
reacted to environmental 
demands. In 2003, only 24 per 
cent of the market achieved an 
average of 130g/km. This was 
40 per cent by 2007, 51 per 


cent in 2008 and 69 per cent 
last year, already ahead of the 
2012 EU target. This achieve¬ 
ment is even greater when set 
in the context of new cars 
becoming larger, safer and 
better equipped, as consumer 
demands reach ever higher.” 

According to JATO, the 
progress in C02 emissions is 
due to three key factors: 

1. VEHICLE DEVELOPMENTS: 

Including more efficient petrol 
and diesel engines, hybrid 
powertrains, more 

sophisticated transmissions, 
low rolling-resistance tyres, 
improved attention to detail, 
aerodynamics, stop-start tech¬ 
nology and regenerative 
charging systems. 

Most manufactures now 
offer environmentally- 
oriented specific versions, 
combining many of these 
features, although they can be 
found individually in a wide 
range of models and segment 
s. 

“While specific environ¬ 
mentally-oriented versions are 
a small proportion of overall 
new car sales,” comments Di 
Girolamo, “many of the 
features they carry are filtering 
through to their ‘mainstream’ 
counterparts. This is a trend 
that will continue, as engines 
become smaller, lighter and 
more efficient.” 

2. TAXATION: Guiding 
demand towards these models 
and technologies C02-based 


purchase and/or ownership 
taxes, in some countries have 
been introduced in tandem 
with higher taxes on fuel. 

Significant rises in fuel 
prices (due to global oil prices) 
continue to influence 
consumers’ choice of vehicle. 

3. SCRAPPAGE SCHEMES: 
During late 2008 and 2009, 
scrappage schemes in a 
number of European 
countries have benefitted the 
purchase of smaller, more 
efficient cars, in some cases 
with customers directly 
incentivised towards cars with 
low C02 emissions. 

Even non-scrappage sales 
have seen a marked shift 
towards smaller cars, with the 
largest rise in B-segment 
vehicles, an effect of 
recessionary pressure on 
family budgets pushing many 
customers across Europe to 
consider fuel efficiency ahead 


of other factors, for the first 
time. 

The net result is that 
volume-weighted average 
C02 emissions of new cars in 
the 21 countries studied fell 
from 165.3g/km in 2003, to 
153.7g/km in 2008. Through 
2009, further progress brought 
the average C02 emissions of 
new cars down to 145.9g/km. 

Di Girolamo continues: 
“The key point to note is that 
the rate of improvement has 
been increasing since 2007, 
through more low-C02 
technology and specific low- 
C02 models on the road. 
Looking at year-on-year 
trends, it appears that, if the 
current momentum can be 
maintained, 130g/km by 2015, 
as required by the EU 
legislation, is achievable.”

However, Head-Maarek could barely have 
imagined that her filly would once again benefit 
from the outcome of an inquiry in the French 
equivalent, the Poule D’Essai Des Pouliches. 

Liliside prevailed by a head over Special Duty 
at the line but she had drifted left, causing 
interference to the Aga Khan’s Rosanara and 
Andre Fabre’s Full Steam in the straight. 

The stewards were quick to call an inquiry 
and after a 75-minute deliberation, they ruled 
that the interference caused by the winner was 
sufficient to take the race away from Francois 
Rohaut’s runner. 

There was a much less controversial finish to 
the 2000 Guineas as Andre Fabre landed his 
fifth Poule D’Essai Des Poulains with Lope De 
Vega, while Richard Hannon’s Dick Turpin, who 
had chased home French raider Makfi at 
Newmarket two weeks ago, had to settle for 
the same place again this time.
